These were mixed 
with water and made into car- 
bolic acid fluid. The crystals 
were brought .from a nelgh- 
bouring shop by any of the 
fokis who happened to have 
nothing else to do. Thus any 
one of the fokis had easy access 
to a supply of carbolic acid 
erystals. 

BURNING PAINS 


Crown .Counsel cuntinued that 
on the night of Juhe 18 four of 
the fokis including Mok Ha, 
following their usual practice in 
the summer months went to 
sleep on the pavement dutside 
the shop. The uccused was not 
sleeping there that night. At 
5.30 om. the following Uday Mok 
Ha wos awakened by burning 
palns. “Ho says that the ac- 
cused threw -a caustic solution 
at him, hitUng him on the face, 
head-and body,” sald Mr Mea.
